FIERY DEATH 


A red headed High School senior, Ken Hart of 60 Brand Ave- 
nue is being credited by the Wilmington Police and Fire Depart- 
ments with saving the lives of two children, last Saturday 
afternoon, in the Wilmington Plaza. 

Ken, who is 18, and works part time at DeMoulas, modestly 
declaims any spectacular deed. He was standing in front of the 
Anton's Cleaners Shop he says, just about 5 pm when his notice 
was directed to a 1961 Cadillac, all black, which was smoking. 
With him were Joseph Scifo of Wilmington and John Nadeau of 


Tewksbury. 


Ken went to the car, he told the Town Crier and the back door 
opened and a girl got out. Then he went in and pulled out a two 
year old boy, who was lying on the back seat. 

Immediately afterwards the car burst into flames and was soon 


a total loss. 


‘The two policemen took the 
children into the DeMoulas Super- 
market, and contacted their 
mother, on the public address 
system, She was Mrs, Paul Gag- 
non, of 200 South Street Tewks- 
bury. The children - Christine, 9 
and Paul 2 

Tronically, it was a Tewksbury 
fire truck which responsed to the 
alarm, as every piece of Wil- 
mington apparatus was busy in 
Saturday's emergency. No. 2 
truck of the Tewksbury Fire De- 


partment had been covering for 
Wilmington in the Wilmington Fire 
House, during the emergency 
situation. It had been dispatched 
to fight a reported hours fire. on 
MacDonald Road. and when the 
firemen radioed in that there was 
no house fire the truck was sent 
to the Wilmington Plaza because 
of the burning car. 

Officers William Gable and 
Mickey McKenna of the Wilming 
ton Police had passed the Plaza 
just moments before, going north 


on Main Street. When the cruiser 
got up to the Wilmington Diner, 
half @ mile north. they heard on 

radio that there was fire 
in the Plaza, 

Knowing that all the Wilmington 
fire apparatus was engaged in 
fighting more than half a dozen 
fires at the moment, the two men 
ped back to the Plaza. They

. his face all black from 
smoke, particularly around the 
eves.

It is safe to estimate that the taxpayers 
of Wilmington are paying $100.000 a vear 
for those nice shiny buses, That's almost 
enough money to pay for a couple of class- 


The First 


Last week this column. it its defense of 
the old Middlesex Canal, and of the Bald- 
win Apple. went a little too far, in saying 
that the home of Will Butter was the first 
built in Wilmington by a white man. It 
just cannot be proved 

William Butter (his many descendants 
became known as Butters - hence Butters 
Row) was a Scotsman who was captured by 
the forces of Oliver Cromwell at the bat 
tle of Worcester or the battle of Dunbar, in 
the 1650's, in England) He was one of 
5.000 or so captured. They were shipped 
to the New World - Massachusetts. Vir- 
ginia and Jamaica. and sold as indentured 
servants 

Some Woburn farmer. name unknown. 
bought William Butter After he had 
rved for the allocated time he wa 
d This could have been as early as 
1663. No one knows. It is possible that 
he built his home in what is now Wilming- 
ton before 1665 

There is a record of a Town Meeting in 
Woburn in 1665 which speaks of a road 
over Wood Hill to the home of Will Butter 


rooms, 

A few years ago the Town of Tewksbury 
voted to get out of the bus business. with 
the MBTA. That vote was accepted. Last 
year Wilmington so voted. But - nothing 
happened. The buses still go through Wil- 
mington to the Tewksbury line, and turn 
around, to return to Boston.
